IT SEEMS TO ME 


Last month I submitted my resignation of the position of Editor to the 
Board of Directors. My reasons for this action are threefold. First, is 
a change in my personal schedule which will make it very difficult for 
me to continue attending every meeting of the club, every month. The 
second reason is the lack of constructive inout from the majority of 
our membership. This situation leads to a shortage of diversified mat- 
erial which in turn leads to the BLURB becoming a strictly "one-man ~ 
show", 


The third reason for my decision is perhaps the only one which could not 
be overcome; nor am I sure that it should be. That is the obvious change 
in the concept of Philmont. We are no longer a mobile radio club, but 
have become a diversified, general radio club. Contests, DxXing, computer 
technology, and even ATV have become prime areas of interest and dis- 
cussion while mobile operation as a public service (eg the Philadelphia 
Distance Run and the canoe race) attracts only a very small percentage 
of our membership. Simulated Emergency Tests attract no ones While I 
certainly have no fault to find with the interests of others, lI also 

am aware that these interests in various phases of amateur radio have 
always existed among our members, but were largely kept separate from 
Philmont activities. Since I am basically "mobile oriented" I feel that 
as Editor I may be guilty of inadvertently treating other areas unfair- 
ly in the one focal point of all our club activity, the BLURB. 


Since this will be my last "It Seems To Me", I would like to say thanks 
to the BLURB staff and those in the membership who have been so very 
supportive during the past 4 years. I am sure that their support will 
continue, as will mine, to make my successor's job easier.

We 
must develop more personalization in our nets so that this vital link 
between us is stronger and is there when,‘in case of emergency, it is 
needed. I'm going to ask those of you that have the desire to be Net 


Control Stations to speak out or wait for my call. I will surely find — 


you and actively seek your help, so if you're shy and really want to 
help, drop me a line or call me on the repeater and tell me so and 
Philmont will be the winner. 


5. Club Public Relations need to be strengthened and we must actively 
seek out those of you that can help us in this specialized field. Call 
me or drop me a QSL card - please. 


6. Contests are happening all the time and well I know that our main 
purpose is mobile communications. But for those of us that can help put 
Philmont "in the news" a contest using W3TKQ might be a good idea and the 
right stepping stone. If you have interests here call me at (609) 428-5924 
Operators are standing by! , 


7. Philmont must be nurtured and tended like a garden in order to grow. 
The Technical Committee tends those weed patches but needs more help than 
just one man. This is not fair to the man and certainly not fair to the 
club. So how about it? If you have the capability and will help in sharing 
your brothers load I ask you to call now - while the operators are on 
duty. Who knows, maybe a 10-meter FM repeater could come of this. 


Those are some of the plans. I have high hopes that your concern for 
Amateur Radio and your loyalty to the Philmont Mobile Radio Club will 
help and guide me to bring this program to complete fruition for 1981.
